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REMARKS 

Claims 1-33 are pending in the present application, of which claims 18-20 stand 
withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

The Examiner has now required an election of species in the present application between 
ten species identified by reference to drawing Figures in the present application. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the election of species requirement. It is a feature 
common to Species I (Fig. 2), Species II (Figs. 3-4), Species III (Fig. 5), Species IV (Fig. 6), 
Species V (Figs. 7A-7B), Species VI (Fig. 8), Species VII (Fig. 9), Species VIII (Fig. 10), 
Species IX (Figs. 1 1 and 13), and Species X (Fig. 12) that a circuit board having an insulator 
layer and a conductor buried inside said insulator layer, is characterized in that said insulator 
layer comprises a first insulator satisfying a relationship of |ir > er given that a relative 
permittivity is sr and a relative permeability is nr, and said conductor is substantially surrounded 
by said first insulator. This common feature of all of the species appears in claim 1 of the 
present application. Accordingly, the above-described 10 species are joined by a single general 
inventive concept. Applicants respectfully request, therefore, that the requirement for election of 
species be withdrawn and that all of the 10 species of Applicants' invention identified by the 
Examiner be considered on their merits in the present application. 

In order to be responsive to the requirement for election of species, for the purposes of 
examination, Applicants elect Species I, Figure 2. At least claims 1, 8, 9, and 12 are readable on 
elected Species I.
